San Francisco Hospital especially 
needs aides, the committee said. 
Nurses’ aides care for hospital pa-

The nurses’ aide is required to 
serve minimum hospital duty of 150 
hours a year—equivalent to only 
nineteen days a year. On this, basis 
the 1,500 aides serving in San Fran- 
cisco relieve registered nurses for 
Army and Navy duty and vital civ- 
ilian care.

Christmas Decorations 
By BARBARA CLEMENS 


Remember the 


yillows, handkerchief cases, em- 
yroidered aprons and towels, can- 
lied apples for the children, and 
,Opcorn balls galore? Re- 
member when you spent the long 
winter evenings before the fire 
making decorations for your 
Shristmas tree? 

This year, Christmas, to many of 
you, won’t seem as much like 
Shristmas with no fireplace, no 
snow on the ground, and members 
of your family half way across the 
world, but home is where you are 
and it is the planning for Christ- 
mas and the making of gifts and 
Jecorations that will bring back to 
you the kind of Christmas you 
want, even though California’s 
weather arrangements don’t pro- 
vide snow on the window ledge. 

Bring that “Christmasy feeling” 
into your home this year by mak- 
ing your own tree trimmings. Re- 
member the strings of ‘popcorn, 
cranberries, and paper chains of 
red and green crepe paper? Make 
lots of these. Popcorn can be pop- 
ped/in a covered frying pan over a 
low flame. You might try string- 
ging popeorn alternately with 
cranberries; you will be pleased 
with the effect. 

Another nice thing to do is to 
paint nut shells with gilt or bright 
colors and put them together by 
laying red or green wrapping 
string along the open surface of 
one half of a shell and then glue- 
ing the other half over the string. 
Leave an inch or so of. string, 
then do the same with the two 
halves of another nut, and so on 
until you have as long a chain as 
you want. Or, you can just hang 
single gilded nuts from the tree. 

Beautiful snow flakes in great 
variety can be made by folding a 
circle of white or silver paper in 
half, then folding the semi-circle 
into thirds, the third in half again, 
then with a pair of small scissors, 
cut wedge shaped pieces in toward 
the center from each edge of the 
folded sides of the triangle. Un- 


fold carefully and lo—an intricate 
snow flake design. Make lots of 
these. Paste some on the windows 
and hang smaller ones all through 
your tree, and everyone will ex- 
claim, 


“How lovely!” 


You can make paper cornucopi- 
as, too, of bright paper with a bit 
of tinsel sewed or glued around 
the top. Fill them with home made 
candies and nuts. 

Burned out light globes can be 
gilded and hung from the tree. - 

Make little star-shaped cookies 
with a star cookie cutter; put a 
letter on each one with red icing; 
string them together with red 


pld-tashioned ( 
Yhristmases when you made gifts 
‘or everyone—pine needle stuffed 


string to spell the names of the 
children, and there you have a 
“very own” trimming for each 
child. 


Make funny little men by fold- 
ing twovstrips of paper together for 
arms and legs and using two cut- 
out circles for hand and body— 
like this:
